O.K. Of County Board 



A Public , Works. Depart- 
ment for Lake County was 
approved by a vote of 27-0 
at a meeting of the County 
Roard of Supervisors on Tues- 
day, October 9. 

Twenty-five favorable votes 
was the margin needed to 
pass the measure. 

At the same meeting, a 
proposed new zoning map 
and ordinance for Lake 
County was presented to the 
Supervisors for their consid- 
eration. The map and ordin- 
ance were referred to a zon- 
ing committee, and will be 
discussed at the next meeting 
of the board, 



Supervisor Lloyd Murrio 
commented that the new zon- 
ing rules contain several new 
classifications in addition to 
the old ones. 

Ho noted that several of 
the categories were designed 
primarily to fill the needs of 
a resort area such as Lake 
County. One new category 
Is Resort Commercial, a new 
zoning for lake resorts which 
have boon' operating under a 
non-confrrming basis. The 
drawback to the non-conform- 
ing basis, Supervisor Murrle 
pointed out, is that, having 
been in operation before the 
present zoning ordinance was 



established, and thus allowed 
to operate on the noncon- 
forming basis without being 
rezoncd, should more than 
one-half of their building be 
destroyed by fire, they could 
not rebuild and resume op- 
eration. 

It will take some time for 
the new Public Works De- 
partment to organize . and 
plan any course of action. 
A sum of $25,000 has been 
placed In the proposed bud- 
get to bo presented to the 
County Roard at a special 
meeting on October 10, which 
will provldo working funds 
for the new department,
